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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed March 
7, 2005, requesting that the Office withdraw the terminal disclaimer 
submitted on August 10, 2004. 

With the present petition, petitioner submitted a petition fee of 
$130.00. However, effective December 8, 2004, the fee for a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.182 increased to $400.00. The rules and 
statutory provisions governing the operations of the Office require 
payment of a fee upon filing a petition. In this instance, the 
petition fee is deficient in the amount of $270.00. Moreover, 
Deposit Account No. 14-1437 has insufficient funds to pay the 
balance due. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.182 will not be treated on its merits, 
but rather will remain in the file until the Office receives a 
renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.182, as well as the balance of the 
fee due in the amount of $270.00. 

Petitioner must file both a request for reconsideration and pay the 
balance due of $270.00 within TWO (2) MONTHS of this decision. No 
extensions of time are permissible.
